Howdy Folks! By the 
time you read this, Baseball’s 
All-Star game will be history 
with the spoils of victory, 
namely home field advantage 
for the winning league during 
the World Series, will have 
been determined; but we 
were curious about recycling 
during the week-long All- 
Star festivities and did a 
Google search. Topping the 
list of “green initiatives” for 
the week was the unveiling 
of the All Star Walking 
Path to encourage fans 
taking part in the activities 
to walk rather than drive. 
Major League Baseball in 
cooperation with the Reds, 
the City of Cincinnati and 
Hamilton County and the 
Kentucky Department of 
Transportation painted green 
markings on the sidewalks 
and signage along the route. 
In addition to the MLB All- 
Star Walking Path, the 86th 
All-Star Game officials 
incorporated a commitment 
to good stewardship by 
prioritizing environmental 
attributes when selecting 
paper products for invitations, 
programs, media guides, etc. 
In partnership with Pepsi, 
Green Teams worked inside 
and outside the ball park 
to collect recyclables. The 
Red Carpet was made from 
100% recycled fiber and will 
be recycled after the event. 
Prepared food that was not 
needed was collected by Rock 
and Wrap It Up to feed those 
in need in the community. 
With these and other green 
practices, it is encouraging 
that major league baseball 
is setting an environmental 
example for its fans and 
players! 

Compared to the 
enormity of Major League 
Baseball, Bracken County is 


certainly small, but combined 
with all other counties across 
this great land, we stand 
pretty tall! It is the efforts of 
everyday citizens that make a 
huge difference in the air we 
breathe, the water we drink 
and the land that sustains us. 
Recycling is a critical factor 
in the big picture, but the 
decisions made day-to-day 
concerning the products we 
buy or choose not to buy, also 
play a role. For instance, do I 
go to the hardware store and 
buy only the nuts and bolts 
needed and carry them home 
in a small bag, or do I go to 
a chain store and buy the 
pre-packaged amount which 
includes a cardboard backing 
and plastic plus the bag to 
carry it home? Cardboard 
backing is recyclable, but the 
plastic container and bags are 
not - at least not in this area. 
This earth has exhaustible 
amounts of some natural 
resources and it is up to us to 
conserve and preserve these 
gifts from God for future 
generations! 

Plastic shopping bags are 
everywhere to the tune of 3 
trillion produced annually 
worldwide with 2 million 
being used every minute! For 
America that’s 100 billion 
bags used and thrown away 
every year that requires 12 
million barrels of oil per year 
to manufacture! These 100 
billion bags are estimated 
to cost retailers $4 billion 
but that pales in comparison 
to the environmental costs! 
Scientists estimate that 
every square mile of the 
oceans have 46,000 pieces 
of plastic floating in them 
which will never biodegrade, 
but photodegrade, meaning 
that the plastic breaks down 
to smaller and smaller 
fragments which readily soak 


Bracken Schools 
2015-2016 
School Year 

The Bracken County 
School System will begin the 
2015-2016 school year on 
August 10, 2015. This will 
be opening day for teachers 
only. Students will begin on 
Wednesday, August 12, 2015. 
A complete copy of the school 
calendar can be found at www. 
bracken.kyschools.us. If you 
are new in the district and 
have not registered your child, 
please contact the school to 
schedule an appointment by 
calling between 8:00 a.m. 
and 3:00 p.m. prior to August 
10 (Taylor Elementary 
735-2169, Bracken County 
Middle School 735-3425, 
Bracken County High School 
735-3153). School begins at 
7:45 a.m. at Bracken County 
High School, 7:50 a.m. at 
Bracken County Middle 
School, and 8:00 a.m. at 
Taylor Elementary. 

In Kentucky, under state 
law, all children must be 
enrolled in school between 
the ages of 6 and 18. Children 
can enter primary school 
at age 5, but only if their 
5th birthday is on or before 
October 1 of the current 
school year. So, a 4-year-old 
who will turn 5 by October 1 
can enroll in primary school. 

Parents of students 
who may be eligible for 
home-bound instruction 
should pick up a form 
at the Superintendent’s 
Office, get it signed by a 
physician, and return it to the 
Superintendent’s Office for 
eligibility in the program. 

When registering your 
child for school, each child 
shall have on file: 

•a legal birth certificate 
or other reliable proof of age

•proof of a preventative

Siple, head football coach at 
Grant County High School in 
Williamstown, shared a “some¬ 
thing on my heart for many 
years” point-of-view the other 
day via the internet.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of 
Special Education or 504 Services 

Child Find 

The Augusta Independent School District keeps educational records in a secure location 
in each school and Board office. 

The Augusta Independent School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. The Augusta Independent School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request seven years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised 
that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Augusta Independent School District may retain, for an indefinite period 
of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, 
as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Augusta Independent School District has an ongoing “ChildFind” system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “ChildFind” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Augusta Independent School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Augusta Independent School District find any child who may have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name 
and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents 
or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education 
or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Augusta Independent School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services.
